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1 . The drawings remain objected to because the hatching in figure 2 is not proper 
for a plastic material. Applicant is referred to Brown et al for a showing of proper cross- 
hatching of plastic. Furthermore the drawings do not show the cylindrical shape of 
claims 12 and new claim 23. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-4, 17, 18 and 23-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Uchida '272. 

Uchida clearly teaches a collection vessel 3 with an extender 2 open at both 
ends and capable of holding the mobile phase flow steam beyond the capacity of the 
vessel 3, given it's size. In regard to calim 3 note Figure 10. 

3. Claims 10-12 and 19-22 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the reference as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Brown et al '418. 

To the extent that applicants consider the use of threads as support for the 
straight sided cylinder claimed, Uchida is considered to be cylindrical in the same 
manner and Brown et al is further considered to be straight sided. To have made the 
container of such a shape and a plastic material to hold desired contents would have 
been obvious in view of such teaching by Brown et al. 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -4 and 1 0-12 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicants' arguments regarding a generic claim are also considered to be moot 
given that only one embodiment is claimed. Claim 1 does not encompass the use of a 
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separate connector means as shown in Figure 4. Claims 5-9 and 13-19 have been 
canceled.
